Ia tw o states only is the Klan ra te d 
as strong as it was last year w hen it 
m ade an im pressiv e showing in th e 
v arious sta te and congressional elec­ 
tion cam paigns. 
These states are Colorado and Ind i­ 
ana.

c lu tch of the K lan altho in each th e re 
are sym ptom s of weakening. 
In Colorado, the 
gov ernor and nil 
s ta te officers are e ith e r K lansm en or 
else subserv ient to it 
Tin state h ou se 
of representativ es 
is ov < r v h Tm tr.gly 
Klan controlled.

m ent T h e D env er eitv a d m inistration 
in sol'dly Klan. 
In India§ a, the n *w p, v ernor, tho 
not a K lansm an, w as elected w ith th e 
K.lan indorsem ent and is c urrently re ­ 
ported to hav e accepted large c a m ­ 
paign contributions from D C. S teph en 
son, past grand dragon of the K lan hi 
Indiana, who is now in prison at In­ 
dianapolis aw aiting trial on the c h a rge 
of assa u lting and m urdering a young 
woman. 
T he oth e r state officers a rc 
nearly all open K lan sym pathizers. In 
th e recent city 
prim ary 
election 
in 
Colorado the K la i succeeded in nom ­ 
inating not only its candidate for che 
R epublican m aperalty nom ination but 
put th ru a solid slate of its indorsed 
c rnd id a te a for m em bers of tlm H ty 
council. 
* 
But w ith all its dom ination of th e s e 
two s*ate executiv e department.?, th e 
Klan fell down in getting its le gisla ­ 
tiv e program enacted this w inter. T h e 
C olorado seriate prom ptly killed e v e ry 
Klan bill passed by the house a nd d e ­ 
spite th re a ts and attem pted intim id a ­ 
tion th e m ajority, com prising u non­ 
partisan com bination of 
R epublicans 
and D em ocrats, stuck to their guns. 
T he disgrace and 
disrenute 
into 
w hich D. C 
Stephenson, the form e r 
Klan leader, has fallen since his a r ­ 
re st in connection with the d eath of 
Miss M adge O berholtzer, last April, 
h a s giv en the Klan a black eye in In­ 
diana. T he K lan indorsed gov ernor is 
striv ing to cast off the curse of K lan 
control 
R ecently he 
appointed 
a 
C athoho m lest m em b er of an im poit- 
a nt state board. 


W hen the Indiana legislature 
a s ­ 
sem bled early this year, the Klan put 


forth an elaborate legislativ e progra m 
w hich thew boasted they would put 
thru. 
A b 'pa r tis a n coalition a ga inst 
th e K lin w as formed in both the h ou se 
and the senate w hich dev eloped such 
stre ngth th a t few of the Klan bills got 
out of com m ittee ajnd not one of th e m 
w as passed. 
In the sru th w here Klanism 
w a s 
born and saw its m ost rapid grow th, a 
decided reaction is reported a m ong 
the v > ry elem ents which form erly su p­ 
plied enorm ous num bers of recruits. 
T he factional split ia the K lan and 
the b h te r feud betw een the Sim m ons 
branch and th e C larke branch, w ith 


re su lting law suits, recrim inatioi s and 
< v e.i m urders, has done much to de­ 
m oralize and discourage th e K lan i* 
the south. 
, 
T h ere is n o delusion, how ev er, in the 
minds of tlm K lan’s most im placable 
enem ies as to the K len’s re c u pe ia liv e 
possibilities. 
It m ay die dow n, they 
j say. b i t it will be m any a long year 
! before it dies out. 
It is bound to flare 
up and b re ak loose spasm odically and 
sporadically for years to com e.

This 
bulletin shows how many fanners can 
make more money hy using more effi­ 
cient practices in growing wheat an d 
In planning other lines of produ ction 
with which to supplement the in come 
from wheat. 
Mo st 
Pro fitab le Cro p . 
The bulletin points out that wheat, 
taking one y ear with another1; has been 
and possibly will continue to 
be the 
most profitable crop grown in 
cen tral 
Kansas. 
Some farmers, 
by 
hav in g 
fields better shaped and larger in size, 
by using larger Implements an d ma­ 
chines, get more wheat for a given 
amount of labor, horse work 
an d other 
resources than do other farmers. Some 
farmers, by early and deep plowin g. 
Increase their chan ces for good y ields. 
Some farmers get larger y ields than 
others by selectin g high y ieldin g v arie­ 
ties. 
These an d other reason s are su g­ 
gested to show why some farmers get 
more from the wheat crop 
than do 
other farmers. 
Stan dards are su ggested ,which farm­ 
ers can u se in measu rin g the degree 
of efficien cy with which the differen t 
k in ds of work are don e. 
Some farm­ 
ers han dle men an d teams more effi­ 
cien tly than do other farmers. By com­ 
parin g what lie does on his own farm 
with 
the 
stan dards 
su ggested, 
the 
farmer can decide whether or n ot he is 
an efficien t or in efficien t wheat grower. 
T ime fo r Oth er Lin es. 
The bu lletin su ggests fu rther, that, 
after a farmer has grown all the wheat 
that he can , there is mu ch time left for 
other lin es of produ ction . The time of 
himself an d his teams is av ailable the 
en tire y ear an d the wheat crop u ses 
them for on ly a part of the y ear.

sheep, deer, dogs, etc. 
The eyes and 
tongues are the fav orite parts, and 
first dev oured; next, the intestines. 
We nev er heard of one authentlcat-1 
ed case of its carrying off children, 
nor of its attack ing adults, except in 
defense of its eggs. 
Von Tsehudi says 
It cannot carry when flying a weight I 
ov er ten pounds.
